Progress of the Great Wheat Deal.

Francisco Nem-Letter publishes the fol- 
lowing account of the wheat deal now in 
progress here and in Chicago and in 
tiverpool, which it claims to have re- 
ceived trod an inside source: 


"The yeau-Mter is in a position to give 


the whole story of tlie wheat deal from a 
strictly inside standpoint. 
The key to the 


situation as it exists, as well as to the 
events that have passed, lies in the sim- 
ple but pregnant statement that the pool 
is to-day short of more No. 2 May in Ch> 
cago, and of more California May delivery 
Liverpool, than can be bought in Chi- 
cage, or than exists of California li^6 to 
fill the contracts. In other words, .Liver-

together, over one hundred thousand tona 
ot Californian wheat, crop of 188G—more 
than is to-day on top ot earth—here un- 
shipped, JYiverpool in store, and afloat to 
arrive there by the end of May. Liver- 
pool is short several million bushels of 
May No !3 at Chicago—more than the ele- 
vators of that place will hold. The price 
at which Liverpool will settle her con- 
tracts, therefore, appears to depend on 
the question: 'Are the holders of her con- 
tracts prepared to take all the short 
wheat she can actually deliver at the ma- 
turity of her contracts?" 


Tho answer to this question must be a 


matter of opinion, but a few facts can bo 
offered which may help in reaching a con- 
clusion. Fifty thousand tons of wheat de- 
livered in San Francisco would call for 
less than two million dollars cash. To 
take up and pay for a like amount deliv- 
ered in Liverpool would call for more 
than two millions additional. That is, 
about four million dollars in all will suf- 
fice to take up all the 'spot' wheat that 
can be delivered in Ban Francisco and 
Liverpool together, leaving the Liverpool 
sellers still one hundred thousand tons 
short, which they are to find or settle for. 


We do not presume to inquire into tho 


Chicago market, because readers who 
havo followed us thus far will be apt to 
conclude that Chicago is competent to 
carry its end of any stock of which San 
Francisco carries at the other end. Hav- 
ing thus showu that tlie sum or 14,000,0)0 
in all ought to suffice lo hold Liverpool to 
the mark, we inav point out that if tMo 
hulls possess resources to the extent oi 
one and one-half million dollars they can 
encounter no difficulty in borrowing the 
rest 


The question in its last analysis then 


comes down to this: 


Can this bull crowd command cash re- 


sources to the extent of one and one-half 
million dollars' 


If they can not they may be expected to 


loose. If they can, Liverpool is pinched. 
Naturally the agents of the Liverpool 
shorts have done and will 
continue 


to do all in their power to get their friends 
and principals out of the hole. They hav 
been petitioning tho San Francisco Pro- 
duce Exchange to interfere with the reg- 
ular settlement ol the contracts they rep- 
resent, but so far without success."

February, 1703, 6,000 lives were lost 
by an earthquake at Aqnila, in Italy. 
On the 6th of February, 1783, a terrible 
earthquake took place in Italy and 
Sicily, destroying thousands of lives, 
and overthrowing Messina and other 
towns. On the 4th of February, 1797, 
nn earthquake destroyed 
the whole 


country between Santa Fe and Panama, 
including Cuzco and Quito; and it is 
estimated that on this occasion 40,000 
people were buried in one second. On

besides 
effect- 


ing an immense amount of other 
damage, almost destroyed the city of 
Conoepcion, knocking down the Cathe- 
dral and most of the public buildings.
